unfurled, when it was hoisted as a 
sign of victory

standards at Fort Stanwix. after the 
battle of Oriskany. August 8, 1 777. 
Tradition g iv e s to Betsy Hosp, of 
Philadelphia, the honor o f making 
the first American flag of the de­ 
sign now in us**.

adopted 
by the continental congress in ) 777, 
.Tune 14, just ISR years ago today. 
In its original form the American 
flag was a five-pointed blue star on 
a blue background, 
with

alternating red and 
white 
stripes.
